It is seldom that a community sustains 
the loss of a man se devoted to its inter- 
ests in every branch of public progress as- 


so rémurkably well informed on all topics of 
general interest, possessed of such a reten- 
tive memory and at all times so ready and 
willing to give his time @md his talents to 
the public weal, that his death in the very 
meridian of his usefulness is a greater mis- 
fortune to our people than would be that of 
oany another who fills @ more prominent 
place.

TEMPLE STREET ONCE _MORE. 


Most of the streets of Los Angeles 
are marked by a fair degree of regu- 


larity; that 's to say, they are laid out 


on lines of survey, and though not in 
harmony with the points of compass, 
they are mainly on parallel lines. But 
Temple street has not this character at 
all. It isirregular from one end tothe 
This resulted from the con- 
formation of the hifls through which it 
trends. In early times the travel up 
and down the coast, all of which came 
through the Cahuenga Pass, reached 
this city from the morth by going 
around to the south of the hills lying 
in the.western suburb. This was sev- 
eral miles out of the direct line to the 


‘| city, but there was no shorter way, 


unless by mere bridle-paths, until 
Temple street was marked out and 
opened up. Hills were not altogether 

avoided by the new route, but the dis- 
tance was so much shortened as to 
compensate for all the hills that had to 
be encountered, except: for heavily- 
loaded teams, which continued to make 
their entrance into the city by the 

more circuitous route, until Temple 
street was partially graded and put in 
passable traflic -condition. Temple 
street, though in part occupied 
by a cable railway, is still the 
0 entrance into the 
city for all the travel and traflic up the 
coast which is not carried on by rail- 
road, and as well for the large popula- 
tion of Cahuenga Valley and the re- 
gion to the northwest of the city. But 
Temple street should be put in much 
better condition for use than it now is; 
in fact, it should be paved throughout 
its entire length from Spring street to 
the city border. if the Cable Ruilway 
Company was todo its share of such 
work, the cost to the property-owners 
for the balance would not be excessive; 
indeed it would be but trifling com- 
pared with the benefits to result from 
it, even to the property-holders, to say 


full reward of such an enterprise, the 
street should be paved its whole length, 
otherwise it would fail to command all 
the business to which, from its loca- 
tion, itis entitled. If half-paved, the 
other half would present obstacles 
such as are encountered when there is 
no pavement at all, and much of the 
trade, traffic and travel of the street 
would go elsewhere. Temple street, 
if made attractive by good pave- 
ment .all the way out, would 
be one of the very busiest streets 
of the city, and at the same time 
afford the most attractive pleasure 
drive to be found in the corporation 
limits. Its western terminus is at the 
head of the Cahuenga Valley, whence 
the Sunset boulevard leads through a 
most picturesque country to the 
Soldiers’ Home and Santa Monica. 
Should nearer attractions be sought, 
they can easily be found, without limit 
as to variety or, interest in the ravines 
and gorges of the Cahuenga Mountains, 
or by climbing to one of the summits of 


_|the range and enjoying a view unsur- 


passed for grandeur and beauty. Few 
people are aware that within two hours’ 
ride from the center of the city a point 
can be reached from which in a clear 
day will be spread out before him-a 
very large portion of Southern Cali- 
fornia; its mountains, valleys, plains, 
hills, cities,. villages, settlements, 
ocean, islands, lakes; scenes which for 
beauty and interest would command 
in any other country a journey of 
hundreds of miles. A view from the 
Ejffel Tower 1s tame in comparison 
with it.

THE DELAYED STEAMSHIP AR- 
RIVES IN PORT. | 


Particulars of the Theater Collapse 
in China—200 Dead Bodies 
Taken from the Kuins— 
Ocean Disasters.

San Francisco, Jan. 9.— (By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) ‘The steamer City of Peking 
arrived from Hong Kong and Yokohama 
this morning. Chinese advices repor: the 
wreck of the British ship Nye Ghau from 
‘Yarmouth, N.S., in Pratas shoal, on Novem- 
ber 25th. Capt. Butler and ecight men ar- 
rived. at Hong Kong inasmall boat four 
days later. Another boat containing Mate 
Briggs and six men is missing. The British 
gunboat Cockchafer left Houg Kong ip 
search of the boat, but returned without 
finding her. 
Meager particulars are received of the 
theater collapse in Shantung, China, re- 
mee by telegraph from Shanghai on 
ecember 3d. It appears the xccident oc- 
curred at Llunting, east of Shantupg on 
October 13th last.

The Alarming Increase in New York's 
Death Rate. 
New York, Jan. 9.—|By the Associated 
Press.{| The “grip” is spreading in this 
city, as shown by yesterday’s mortality list, 
which records 250 deaths up to noon. This 
is the biggest number known in the history 
of the health department in 24 hours during 
a winter month, and is more than in any 
summer month since July 2, 1872, when 361 
deaths occurred, 68 of which were from sun- 
stroke. Four ot yesterday’s deaths were due 
directly to influenza—three men aged 45, 47 
and 70 years respectively, and a 2-months- 
old baby that had not been well nursed, 
Sixty died from pneumonia, 42 from con- 
sumption, 26 from bronchitis, In the cases 
of 15 adults the influenza was the contribu- 
tive cause of death, Ot tlie 250 deaths yes- 
terday 147, or 75 per cent., are due to influ- 
enza to some extent.

A Tree's Record of Its Life. 
Vick’sa Monthliy.] 

It isnot known to every one thata 
tree keeps arecord within its stem of 
the character of each successive season 
since it began its growth. If a peach 
tree, for instance, be examined after 
it has been cut down, the ring of wood 
formed in each year will show by its 
amount whether the summer of that 
year was Warm or dry, or otherwse. 
favorable or adverse; and by the con- 
‘dition of the wood the character of the 
winter will be denoted. Severe early 
frost will leave a layer of soft, decay- 
ing wood; and later frosts will be in- 
dicated by a change of color, if pothing 
more. 
_ Ifasummer has been so dry as to 
cause a total rest betweén the growths 
of June and September, the annual 
ring for that year will be a double one, 
and sometimes barely distinguishable 
as one, but liable to be taken by a not 
very close observer for two different 
years’ growth.
